The Circulation of the Loan Funds throughout the country, connected with 
tlie Board, in 1868, was £730,050, and exceeded that of 1851 by £80,083, and 
as the circulation of 1851 exceeded that of tlie preceding year by the sum of 
iT •*' / , 13 ovidence of increasing activity in the operations of Societies, 

though it does not appear Deposits have been made to any considerable extent 
during the past year. 

The Capital in the year 1858 was £180,371, and exceeded that of 1851 by 
the sum of £31. The amount of Capital returned, it is to bo observed, is that 
toi which Societies are accountable, and not tlie amount wholly available for 
circulation.

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The number of Societies in operation in 1852 -was 113, being 10 less than in 
the year 1851 ; yet, with the diminished number of funds, the circulation 
exceeded that of the former year. 

The amount of Fines in 1852 was 3,310, being less than that of 1851 by the 
sum of £197. 

The amount appropriated to charitable and useful purposes out of the surplus 
profits in 1852 was £1,072, being an increase over the amount of grants in 
1851 of £402. 

The Board's income, derived from ordinary sources of revenue, the sale of 
Notes and Debentures, and interest on £4,000 invested in Government Stock, 
amounted in 1852 to £1,007, being an increase over that of 1851 of £32. 

The ordinary expenditure of the Board in 1852 was £949, leaving an excess 
of income over expenditure of £58, while in 1851 the ordinary expenditure 
exceeded income by £20. 

The total receipts of the Board, from all sources, in 1852 was £1,227, the 
disbursements being £1 ,100, there was an excess of gross receipts over all 
disbursements of £121, while in 1S51 the disbursements exceeded the total 
income by the sum of £1 57. 

In the past year (1852) Dividends have been paid to Depositors in the 
following Funds gazetted by the Board, viz. : — 

Moyglass — A final dividend to certain depositors having special claims of 
Is. 6 d. in the pound, with former dividends, making 5s. 6 cl. to such 
depositors, and 4s. in the pound to others. 

Mountshannon — A first and final dividend of 3s. 8 d. in the pound. 

Loughrea — Depositor paid in full. 

Mullingar — A first and final dividend of 8s. G d. in the pound. 

Boro — A first and final dividend of 15s. in the pound. 

Castletowndelvin — A first dividend of 8s. in the pound, and a second and 
final one of 10 d. 

Wexford General — First dividend of 7s. 9 cl in the pound. 

Goeey — A first and final dividend of 15s. in the pound. 

Lissadill — Depositors paid in full. 

In the course of the past year (IS52) the Board has been compelled to 
gazette the following Societies, viz.: — Lissadill, Boro, Gorey, Thurles, Wexford 
General, and Castletowndelvin. 

The Board have on the present occasion deemed it necessary to append to 
the ordinary information conveyed in their Annual Report a column showing 
the days on which the last inspection was made of each Society, by the 
Inspector. 

The Board are of opinion that the interests of the community who avail 
themselves of these institutions, whether as depositors or borrowers, and the 
efficacy and well- working of each society, depend in a great measure upon the 
frequency and exactitude of those inspections. 

The Reports of the Inspector are the principal foundation on which the 
Board have to rely for forming their opinion, and giving them orders and 
directions; it would therefore be difficult to over-estimate the importance of this 
branch of the machinery for the control of Loan Fund Societies. 

Notwithstanding the evil effects arising from want of due supervision on the 
part of Managers, and malpractices of Clerks and other salaried Officeis 
connected with Loan Funds, have been less obvious in the present, than in the 
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past year, the Commissioners see no cause to alter tlio opinion they expressed 
in their former Annual Report, namely—" That some inquiry, Parliamentary or 
Governmental, is urgently required into the adequacy of the present machinery 
of local management, and of the existing legislative- control over the institution 
lor tile due protection of the savings of the industrious poor that are invested 
in Loan Funds in tLis country.” 

And with a view, as far as lay in fire power of the Board, to protect those 
interests from one very manifest cause of dungor and injury to them, the 
Commissioners have felt it their duty to issue recently the Circular which is 
appended to this Report.

IN RE APPROPRIATION OF SURPLUS PROFITS. 



The Commissioners of the Loan Fund Board have had under their consideration, a 
largo number of applications for the appropriation of considerable sums to the support of 
charitable and local purposes, out of the presumed net profits of various Loan Fund Societies, 
under the 44th section of the 6th and 7th Victoria, cap. 91. 

The Board have in some instances felt bound to withhold their approbation altogether, 
and in others to recommend modifications in such appropriations. 

But the Board consider it their duty to direct the attention of all Loan Societies to the 
particular provisions of the Act of Parliament, and to impress upon the managers that it is 
only the surplus of dear net profits, after the reservation of one-tenth part to form a fund 
for the security of the Debenture Holders, which is applicable to charitable or local pur- 
poses; and that such application is not an imperative direction, but a discretionary power 
given to Loan Fund Societies. 

The Board regret to observe, that in many instances the surplus of clear net profits is 
rather matter of assumption than of fact, for there can be no clearly established profits, and 
no certain surplus when there is a large portion of the capital still outstanding in the hands 
of Borrowers at tho end of the year, and much of it doubtful, and some portion, perhaps, 
altogether irrecoverable. 

Many Loan Fund Societies have been gazetted or dissolved, and great losses sustained 
by Debenture Holders, which in many instances, the Board are of opinion, would have been 
obviated if greater discretion had been exercised in former years with respect to the appro- 
priation of presumed profits. 

There are some important exceptions to tho general ride and prevailing practice of 
other Societies in respect to profits derived from safe and successful management of Loan 
Funds where no appropriation of surplus profits to charitable or other local purposes arc 
made, but the whole amount is reserved as an augmentation of the' Capital, and such 
Societies having therefore a large amount of free Capital, are enabled to lend money to 
Borrowers at a considerable diminution in the rate of interest, and the Board have had 
much satisfaction in giving their sanction to that desirable object in all instances of applica- 
tion for it on such grounds. 

The Board are of opinion, after mature consideration, and the experience of tho work- 
mg of the Loan Fund System during sixteen past years, that this is the safe and proper 
principle which ought to be followed by all Societies for the security of Debenture Holders, 
for the promotion of a healthy circulation of Capital amongst that class for whose benefit 
these Institutions were established, and for tlio promotion of the prosperity of the Loan 
Fund Districts.
